Condition of underground 
water storage in various sections 
of the county were outlined by 
Supervisor Smith as follows:

stood for Coburn.) He wisely 1 
made I lie east and west streets 6 
conform to those already laid v 
out and adopted the. same p 
names, consequently one finds , 
no jogs on Mountain Trail Ave. 

Sometimes tracls were laid 
out. surveyed, plotted and put 
cn the market, but with the 
bursting of the boom, property 
lay idle for some time. The tract 
south of the Boulevard at Moun¬ 
tain Trail is an illustration of 
this. This was first laid out In 
1887. Two streets were named 
Lowell and Arlington. Lowell 
was partially developed but Ar- 
lington was never opened. The 
property changed hands several 
times, and was finally redivided 
and two new streets put in, 
Santa Aniia and San Gabriel 

Mountain Trail Ave. was dedi- i 
cated 30 feet wide through to 
Orange Grove Ave. Little deve¬ 
lopment however was made un¬ 
til after the Pacific Electric 
Railway came into the city. In 
1886-1887 Oak and Park Sts. were 
planned to run east from Sunny- 
side, but Mr. and Mrs. Lawless 
boughl the property and no 
streets were put through.

One street he called Mira , 
Monte (Mountain View) another 
Alegria (Happiness). Carter Ave. 
was named from its position, 
running in front of the Carter 
home on the high mesa north of 
the city., On the west side of 
Baldwin Avenue, the Gran- j 
ite Heights tract carried the 
names Granite Heights, Olive 
and Palm. These were later 
changed to Alegria, Olive and 
Mira Monte. 

About the time Sierra Madre 
was first laid out by Mr. Carter, j 
Lucky Baldwin put through the 
Double Drive and planted the 
eucalyptus trees which are such 
an ornament to the highway. 
When Mr. Carter bought this 
Sierra Madre Tract the road cast 
and west ran along what is now 
Orange Grove Ave. but when Ar¬ 
cadia was made a city, a few i 
years later, the present Foothill 
Boulevard was developed. As 
Arcadia did not wish to assume 
(he cost of building and main¬ 
taining the highway a strip ’) 
of a mile on each side of the 
road was turned over to the 
County. In putting in this Bou¬ 
levard. many live oak trees had 
to be sacrificed, but this is al¬ 
ways the cost of public im¬ 
provements.

Under the G. I. Bill as it now 
stands, the enlistee is entitled 
to 12 months of civilian school¬ 
ing at government expense if 
he has had 90 days or more of 
active service, at least one day 
of which is served before offi¬ 
cial termination of the war— 
plus an additional month of civ¬ 
ilian education for every month 
of active service beginning with 
the - first.

....Mrs. Robert Crowell, Camp chairman of the Sierra Madre Girl 
Scout Association herewith offers the following summer health 
suggestions, based on the Girl Scout organization’s 35 years of 
experience in planning for the fun and welfare of children in 
camp and out-of-doors. 


1. Beware of the sun, take it 
easy and gradually, lest you 
blister before you brown. 

2. Don’t go swimming alone. 
Always take a pal with you. 
l Mrs. Crowell explains that the 
“buddy system” at swimming 
time is a precaution used at all 
Girl Scout camps and has con¬ 
tributed greatly to the fine rec¬ 
ord of water safety). 

3. Don't go boating or canoe¬ 
ing unless you can swim. 

4. Don’t drink water whose 
source and purity you can’t be 
sure of. The safest thing is to 
carry drinking water on bicycle 
tours, hikes, or camping trips. 

5. Be careful of ticks. When 
removing a tick from the body 
use a pair of tweezers and either 
burn or drown the insect. Care¬ 
lessly handled licks can spread 
infection. 

6. Don't scratch mosquito bites. 
Use a soothing lotion to stop 
the itch. 

7. Take special care of a sum¬ 
mer cold if you catch one. Stay 
in bed, eat lightly, and get 
plenty of rest. The reason sum¬ 
mer colds hang on and on is 


l because people try to ignore 
them. 

8. Learn to recognize, and 
avoid poison ivy, poison oak, 
ragweed and other plants that 
produce rashes or hay fever.
